I was told this by some of the ATT Long Lines guys I worked with in my youth: 


Toward the end of the 80's ATT Communications (old Long Lines Dept) has a 
major 
push it upgrade and "digitize" all private line services. One of the benefits 
for the company of doing this was it allowed the consolidation of test centers, 
since now all testing could be done from a digital cross connect (DAC's) instead 
of fixed jack test boards or SMAS sets. This allowed them to remotely control 
small out offices where they had few circuits and combine larger offices in 
major cites. It worked well for voice and analog data, but there was a problem. 
Telegraph. 


In Chicago, the big private line office was Chicago 1. It was at 211 W. 
Washington. After 1-1-84, the building went to Ameritech, and ATT Communications 
was just a tenant. ATT wanted to get out of that building, and the DAC's type 
remote test center was going to be the answer. But, what to do about telegraph. 
The old test board guys called telegraph "that square wave stuff", and they were 
right. There was not an interface card built for the DACS that could handle 
telegraph. Though it had dwindled over the years, there were still a fair number 
of "telegraph" circuits at Chicago 1. Now, the vast majority of these circuits 
were actually handling Teletype and alarm service, one of the last guys who 
worked in that office told me they still has a number of real telegraph circuits 
in the office. They even had a test board man who could copy the land line code 
and worked on these circuits. He had a propensity to wear the "eye shades" while 
working. He retired when they closed the office (1987?). Most of the telegraph 
circuits were to locations in down state Ill, many were just back up service to 
the Teletype lines. 


While they did close Chicago 1, they could not cancel tariff services, so, 
the 
did the trick of moving the test center around the Mid-West. Last I heard 
(1989?) the telegraph test board was in Columbus OH.

There is at least one "telegraph" function 

still in use: Railroad signaling. 

Remote signal and switch control on the railroads 

has been done by land-line telegraph, using a specific 
telegraph code developed for the purpose, for over a century. 
Keying speed is about what we would call "13 WPM," 

which makes me wonder.... 


Most of the signal bungalows you see on the side of the track 

that control switches and signaling 

contain equipment that is designed to send and receive telegraph code- 
"that square wave stuff," over long, DC lines 

to a central "communication" bungalow. 

Some of these lines are miles long- a few are tens of miles. 

While the commands from the comm bungalow to the central 

now go out over telco circuits, microwave or 900 mHz point-to-point, 
the wire lines themselves are still "legacy" telegraph code. 


The wire lines are at last being replaced by spread-spectrum, 
900 mHz packet radios directly in the signal and switching 
bungalows, but they can still give the old Hammond gear in there 
the legacy codes, at least for now. 


It's passing, but I still have a few miles of these 
DC telegraph lines in my territory in north Texas. 


Would anyone be interested in seeing photos of 
this "last landline telegraph" equipment? 
If so, I'll take some and post a web page.

Folks, 

Tektronix used only Mallory FPs, and I gather they almost never need replacing. 
The fans do help keep thm cool, which is a big factor in electrolytic capacitor 
life. I am told that for modern units with other things held equal, the capacitor 
life doubles for every 10 deg C reduction in operating temperature. 

Also, I have a wet eletrolytic story. My 1934 American Bosch 440 console uses 
them, and until the late 80s I uesed to fire it up once a year for a_ half hour or 


so, and the filters were still good. 


Sometimes stuff lasts longer than you might expect.

Ken, you are living hip deep in hope. It is, or should be, well known that 
capacitors that have seen little use and were stored in fairly dry 
environments last much longer than those who've suffered the usual fate of 
disused electronics. I recently retrieved from an attic about 80 unused 
1960's and 70's date code Sprague Atoms of all sorts of values and voltages 
and every one I've used has formed up quickly and performed like new. So 
much for the "shelf life" myth about electrolytics. As for the rest of your 
Aerovox paper caps the same applies, if stored in a relativley dry 
enviornment paper caps will last far longer than their mates in the sweaty 
swamps of the southeast states.
